» IDAHO: The Idaho state 
legislature has approved a bill 
to limit collective bargaining 
by public school teachers. 
Republican Gov. Bruce Otter is 
expected to sign it into law. 

» INDIANA: Republican 
state lawmakers are pushing 
several measures that curb 
organized labor influence. The 
state Senate passed a bill that 
will narrow the scope of public 
school teachers’ collective 
bargaining rights. 

» IOWA: The state House of 
Representatives is debating a 
bill curbing collective bargain- 
ing rights for public workers 
that was passed by the labor 
committee. The bill would 
exclude health insurance 
from the scope of collective 
bargaining, along with other 
changes. 
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» KANSAS: The Kansas House 
has passed a bill that would 
outlaw employee payroll de- 
ductions for union dues and 
political action committees. 

» MICHIGAN: The Michi- 
gan Senate has approved a 
measure that gives the state 
emergency powers to break 
union contracts to revive fail- 
ing schools and cities. It now 
must be considered by the 
House. 

» OHIO: Ohio’s bill goes 
farther than Wisconsin’s, pro- 
hibiting collective bargaining 
for 42,000 state workers plus 
19,500 college system work- 
ers. The bill takes health care 
and some other benefits out 
of the negotiating process and 
restricts strikes. 

» TENNESSEE: A Republican- 
backed state bill would end 
teachers’ rights to negotiate 
their working conditions with 
boards of education through 
collective bargaining. The bill 
has passed through the Sen- 
ate Education Committee.

Death of unions? 

Wisconsin vote could send shock waves across rest of the nation

MADISON, Wis. The Wisconsin state assembly 
Thursday approved sweeping restrictions on pub- 
lic sector unions in a stinging rebuke of the labor 
movement that critics fear will encourage other 
states to follow 

After a short debate, the Republican-domi- 
nated assembly voted 53-42 to limit government 
union bargaining rights to wages only and impose 
a series of other restrictions. Four Republicans 
joined Democrats in voting against. 

The proposed law sparked fierce opposition 
from Democrats and labor unions across the na- 
tion and drew the largest demonstrations in Wis- 
consin since the Vietnam War.

Wisconsin’s newly elected Republican Gov 
Scott Walker hailed the vote that ended a three- 
week standoff. 

“Their action will save jobs, protect taxpayers, 
reform government and help balance the budget,” 
Walker said in a statement after the vote. 

What began a month ago as a Republican effort 


in one state to balance the budget has turned into 
a national confrontation with unions that could 
be the biggest since then-President Ronald Rea- 
gan fired striking air traffic controllers. 

Walker insisted the limits are needed to help 
the state’s cash-strapped municipalities deal with 
a projected $1.27 billion drop in aid during the 
next two years from the state, struggling to close 
its own $3.6 billion budget gap. 

The stakes are high for labor because more 
than a third of public employees such as teachers, 
police and civil service workers belong to unions, 
while only 6.9 percent of private sector workers 
are unionized. In Wisconsin, 46.6 percent of gov- 
ernment workers are union members. 

Unions also are the biggest single source of 
funding for the Democratic party

Maybe Fm missing something. 

Does Lil Wayne need defending? 

Let me clarify: outside of his frequent court appearances. 

No, he does not need a helping hand, if his career trajectory is 
any indication. 

Why, then, are grown people leaping to Wayne’s defense against 
three little girls called Wato to from the Nile? This week, the din 
of objection to the 9- and io-year-old sisters, viral video stars for 
“Letter to Lil Wayne” got louder. 

In an exclusive interview with newsone.com released Thursday, 
the girls’ father, Jabari Natur, spoke of the harsh words they have 
heard from Wayne fans.

A self-described Wayne fan who enjoyed the “Letter,” Disu 
suspects female artists in particular would say the same, but fear 
the repercussions of speaking out, especially someone as famous as 
Wayne. 

“He’s a huge star, and I know for some female artists in particu- 
lar, they don’t want to burn a bridge,” Disu said. “They are scared 
to be deemed haters.’” 

But the pint-sized Wato to girls — and their father— showed no 
fear in the newsone.com interview, even in the face of detractors 
like rapper Chase Millionz. 

The MC, with questionable skills of his own, issued a YouTube 
rap response suggesting the children are too young to understand 
Wayne’s content. He and others who think the kids are too fo- 
cused on one MC miss the point. 

Rather than silence the little ladies, we should pray their mes- 
sage seeps into the psyches ofwomen-bashers, as well as women 
all too willing to disrespect themselves within pop culture at large. 
Take, for example, the oversexed caricature known as Snooki, who 
deserves the side-eye for riding a phallus-like rocket on the March 
cover of Rolling Stone. 

And if you agree with their point, but think Watoto is too young 
to take a stand against the degradation of women, why not take on 
the task of unmasking and addressing it yourself? 

Let Wayne, himself the father of a young girl, defend his work 
and that of his entertainment colleagues. 

That is, if he can.

Does Chicago 
have street cred 
with Ireland?

Green shirt? Check. Green beads and 
face paint? Yep. Shamrock sunglasses? 
Of course. 

These are just a few of the necessi- 
ties for Chicagoans— of Irish descent 
or not— who celebrate St. Patrick’s Day 
in the city While Ireland certainly has 
its own holiday traditions, expats who 
talked to RedEye said they are in awe 
of how proudly the Windy City parties. 

“I knew {Chicagoans} were very 
into it, but seeing it in action is anoth- 
er thing,” said Paul Dowling, 27, who 
lives in Logan Square on a work visa 
from Gorey Ireland. “Everybody gets 
into it. It seems like the whole city was 
onboard for the day.” 

His favorite part is seeing the city 
dye the Chicago River what he calls 
“Ghostbusters” slimer green. 

“I’m hugely impressed. I love that 
people are so enthused about it and 
really willing to go out there and do 
the parade, go to the bars and eat 
corned beef,” Dowling said. 

Oh, that corned beef everyone eats? 
It’s not exactly traditional. The dish 
is more like a pork shoulder and cab- 
bage, with parsley sauce, he said. 

And how does St. Patrick’s Day 
in Ireland compare? Just as Chicago 
throws a parade, Dublin and other 
towns in Ireland host them too. And 
in case you’re wondering, Irish peo- 
ple have been known to drink green 
beer too. 

But Kevin Boland, 36, who has lived 
in Chicago for 13 years, says Ireland’s 
celebration isn’t as boozy as Chicago’s. 

“The best way I would describe St. 
Patrick’s Day in Ireland is it’s more 
like a Thanksgiving,” said Boland, 
who lives in Lincoln Park. 

Growing up in Cork, Ireland, he 
used to go to church and have a fam- 
ily dinner. Government offices are 
closed, and people in the city go home 
to the country he said. 

In Chicago, by contrast, so many 
people celebrate that there’s a saying 
that everybody’s Irish on the holiday 
But the Irish have a name for people 
who get dressed up but aren’t authen- 
tically Irish: Plastic Paddies. 

Boland has embraced them too, 
he said: “I’m thrilled to see someone 
who’s never been outside Illinois to

Suspects in custody 
after police shootout

Two men and a woman were in custody 
Thursday morning following a shootout 
with police in Brighton Park on the South 
Side. 

Two district officers on patrol exchanged 
gunfire with a man after a car he and two 
other people were in pulled up next to the 
officers’ patrol car, police said. All three 
were in police custody 

The officers were headed north on 
Western Avenue just after 4 a.m. when a 
tan Mercury pulled up next to them near 
47th Street, said Police News Affairs Offi- 


cer John Mirabelli. A 22-year-old man then 
began firing shots at them, and the officers 
returned fire, Mirabelli said. 

No one was injured, and the officers be- 
gan chasing their attacker’s vehicle north. 
During the pursuit, the shooter threw the 
gun he had been using out of the Mercury 
Mirabelli said. 

The Mercury headed east on 43rd Street, 
then crashed near 43rd and Honore streets. 
The shooter and two other people who 
had been in the car, a 25-year-old man and 
a 22-year-old woman, tried to escape, but 
were caught by police. 


The 22-year-old suffered non-life-threat- 
ening injuries in the crash and was taken to 
Stroger Hospital for treatment, police said. 

Meanwhile, a Chicago Police detective 
who was responding to a call for help from 
the officers suffered minor injuries when he 
crashed his police vehicle at 37th and Hal- 
sted streets; he was treated at Holy Cross 
Hospital, Mirabelli said. 

A motive for the shooting was not im- 
mediately known, but police said the three 
suspects were members of a local gang. 

The Independent Police Review Author- 
ity was investigating the incident.

Man accused

A Far South Side man already accused of 
raping a woman he met on Facebook has 
been charged in a similar attack from 2009 
after prosecutors reopened their investiga- 
tion and the victim identified him in a line- 
up, authorities said Thursday 

In the newest charge, prosecutors said 
Wayne Smith, 25, met the 28 -year-old victim 
on Facebook and chatted with her by e-mail 
and phone before 
arranging a date 
at a restaurant in 
October 2009. 

After dinner, she 
was heading home 
alone when Smith 
approached her, 

“hooked his arm 
around the vic- 
tim’s neck” and 
forced her back to 
his house, which 
was then in the 
8700 block of 
South Crandon 
Avenue. 

Smith had an 
object in his jack- 
et pocket jabbed 
into the victim 
that she thought 
could be a gun, 
said Assistant 
State’s Attorney 
Thomas Mc- 
Guire. 

Once in his 
house, Smith 

dragged the victim into the bedroom and 
choked and sexually assaulted her, telling 
her not to say anything or he would kill her, 
McGuire said. 

The victim fled and police were not ini- 
tially notified of the attack, court records 
show 

In early 2010, she identified Smith in a 
police lineup, but he was released without 
charges due to a lack of physical evidence. 

Earlier this month, Smith was charged in 
a separate rape of a 24-year-old woman he 
also allegedly met on Facebook. 

Because of the similarities, prosecu- 
tors reopened the 2009 investigation and 
brought the first victim back to Calumet 
Area headquarters, where she again identi- 
fied Smith, according to court records.

Man alleges 
hospital beating

A man who says he was tackled and arrested 
for no reason by police at Stroger Hospital 
while on his way to a doctor’s appointment 
has filed a lawsuit against the hospital in 
Cook County Circuit Court. 

James Spidle, 56, alleges in the lawsuit that 
he had just walked into the hospital to see his 
cardiologist at about 9:20 a.m. Aug. 9 when he 
noticed two people arguing near the door. 

As Spidle walked past those two, an officer 
with Stroger’s police force began yelling at 
him, the complaint states. 

According to the lawsuit, Spidle told the 
officer he had done nothing wrong and at- 
tempted to continue to his appointment, 
prompting the officer to say, “You’re going 
to show me your I.D. if I have to lock your 
ass up.” 

When Spidle attempted to walk away, 
several police officers jumped on his back 
and forced him to the ground, according to 
the lawsuit. Spidle alleges the officers then 
stomped on his chest, dragged him to the 
hospital’s security office, grabbed him by the 
neck, and slammed him face first into the 
floor. 

While in the security office, Spidle said 
that a lieutenant put a baton under his neck 
and said, “Move again, {bleep}, I’ll choke you 
to death.” The hospital police officers then 
dragged Spidle into a cell, threw him onto a 
bench and handcuffed him, the complaint 
states. 

Spidle alleges he told the lieutenant that 
the surveillance video should show he did

nothing wrong. After the lieutenant viewee 
the video, he returned to Spidle’s cell anc 
told him “my officers had no reason to pui 
their hands on you, you didn’t do anything,’ 
according to the lawsuit. 

Before they released him, Spidle allege! 
that he overheard the lieutenant yelling at the 
police officers for getting the “wrong man.” 

A hospital spokesman declined to com 
ment this week on the allegations in Spidle 5 !

Take a look in your 
Facebook mirror 


A study on how people use social network- 
ing websites such as Facebook confirms what 
many of us suspected: Women who post loads 
of photos of themselves on their sites are con- 
veying some strong personal characteristics. 
These women are more likely to base their 
self-worth on appearance and use social net- 
working to compete for attention, according 
to new resesarch. 

The study involved 311 men and women 
with an average age of 23. 

In order to better understand aspects of 
social networking behavior, the researchers 
looked at the amount of time subjects spent 
managing profiles, the number of photos 
they shared, the size of their online networks 
and how promiscuous they were in terms of 
“friending” behavior. 

The participants completed a question- 
naire designed to measure self worth and 
were asked about their typical behaviors on 
Facebook. 

There were differences between women 


and men. Overall, the results suggest that, 
compared with men, females identify more 
strongly with their image and appearance and 
use Facebook to compete for attention, said 
the lead author of the study, Michael Stefa- 
none, an assistant professor of communica- 
tions at the University of Buffalo. 

The women who had the largest social 
networks and posted more photos of them- 
selves were more highly vested in their ap- 
pearance. 

The authors speculated that posting a lot 
of photos of oneself in the company of other 
people “may serve to communicate the im- 
portance of particular relationships because 
these bonds may provide security regarding 
ones appearance and self worth.” 

The people who tended to base their self 
worth on things such as academic compe- 
tence, family love and support, and being 
a virtuous or moral person spent less time 
online and showed less interest in attention- 
seeking through social media.

This particular opportunity the 
first endorsement deal of Knox’s 
young career, entails promoting Avi- 
tae, a new brand of energy drink. 
Knox received a four-figure signing 
bonus as part of the marketing deal, 
a nice chunk of change for Knox, who 
is due to make a $480,000 base salary 
in 2011.

Ask anybody associated with the 1990-91 
Bulls about that scintillating season, and 
be prepared to hear two things: No, it 
doesn’t feel like it has been 20 years. And 
Detroit sucks. 

OK, so nobody actually said the latter. 
But as the organization prepares to honor 
the 20th anniversary of the first of six 
NBA championships and the start of one 
of sports’ great dynasties, overcoming the 
Pistons in the Eastern Conference finals 
en route to downing the Western Confer- 
ence champion Lakers remained promi- 
nently on the principals’ minds.

Horace Grant said. “It seems like it was 
just yesterday myself, Scottie, Bill, MJ, 
John Paxson and all of us were running 
up and down the court.

BRING IT ON, ALIENS— AARON ECKH ART FULFILLS HIS 
BOYHOOD DREAM AS MARINE IN ‘BATTLE: LOS ANGELES’

SANTA MONICA, Calif. Aaron Eckhart fulfills a longtime dream 
in his latest film, “Battle: Los Angeles.” He’s always wanted to 
wear a uniform and fire an M-i6. 

“This is the little boy dream,” Eckhart said during an ex- 
clusive interview with RedEye. “When I first got into acting, 
I did so because I wanted to feel something. And I still want 
that. I always want to be as close as I can to my characters. I 
remember the [costume] fitting for this movie. I put [on the 
uniform] and it makes you stand differently and everything. 
... Every day I put it on I felt like a warrior.” 


A warrior he is. Eckhart plays Marine Staff Sgt. Michael 
Nance, who leads his men in a fight for survival against a 
gnarly band of aliens trying to destroy L.A. The film, which 
hits theaters Friday, is inspired by an alleged alien air raid that 
many at the time believe took place in L.A. in 1942. 

The film has plenty of aliens, but Eckhart sees it more as a 
war film than a sci-fi thriller. 

“It’s interesting with this movie,” he said. ‘There’s a reason 
why there are the conflicts and the contradictions and it all goes 
together in the same suit. It’s an interesting little package.” 

Eckhart ’s the complete package. His resume— which in-

Smoking,” “Erin Brockovich” and “The Dark Knight,” is as 
eclectic at the man himself! Born in California, Eckhart spent 
some time in England and Australia before returning to the 
states to study film at Brigham Noting University in Utah. 

Eckhart has gone back and forth from big-budget flicks 
to indies throughout his career, but says that he often pre- 
fers the latter because the/re more “intense” and spiritually 
fulfilling. 

“In indies, everyone is usually sacrificing to get the film 
made,” said Eckhart, who turns 43 on Saturday “The box- 
office movies are more of a job. The financial payoff is bet- 
ter, but I will easily turn down all that and take no money 
for better material. I have to live with myself. When you’re 
out there acting, you still have to be truthful, you have to 
prepare.” 

Despite that opinion, Eckhart says he takes “this big pop- 


corn movie” as seriously an independent film. 

Part of his preparation for “Battle: Los Angeles” included 
six weeks of boot camp, which Eckhart enjoyed. “I love be- 
ing physical,” he said. 

He also dug the fact that it’s not a green- screen movie. 
They used real “rubber” rounds in real firearms, they 
crashed helicopters and things did get blown up. And, oh, 
yes, Eckhart really did get hurt. He broke his arm during 
shooting while attempting a “Michael Jordan-type” move 
during a battle scene. 

But it was all for a movie he says he’s very proud of. “I 
have great hopes for this film,” he said. “I’m hoping that if it 
does do business that I’ll be able to profit from that— not in 
terms of money but doing other films that I want to do. It’s 
been a hard road.”

‘Battle’ a full 
metal racket 

The Marines have bad timing. Less than one day after 
Staff Sergeant Nantz (Aaron Eckhart) receives clearance 
to retire, a worldwide extraterrestrial invasion (central- 
ized in L.A. since aliens are, like, so Hollywood) requires 
him to jump to action. Soldiers 
with the usual backs to ries (one 
about to get married, one expect- 
ing a child, etc.) help Nantz 
battle the creatures, which purr 
like velociraptors and look like 
what resulted when Robocop got 
it on with the part-human, part- 
animal being from “Splice.” 

The buzz: “Battle: Los Angeles” 
looks like a bigger budget ver- 
sion of last year’s flop “Skyline.” 

It features “District 9”-esque 
spaceships and a strong whiff of 
“Transformers” meets “Indepen- 
dence Day.” 

The verdict: A full metal racket, “Battle: L. A.” is like a 
Michael Bay movie without the meatheaded, over-the-top 
indifference that usually implies. Yes, this inter-species 
clash features 5 zillion bullets and a few corny pep talks, 
and eventually the awesomeness of the relentless, frighten- 
ingly depicted destruction subsides. Yet Eckhart’s a per- 
fectly imperfect hero, and director Jonathan Liebesman 
keeps things low to the ground as if he’s making a war 
movie, not an action movie. Amidst the chaos and limited 
visibility these Marines are terrified and in awe of what 
they see, and who can blame them? The explosive “Battle: 
L.A.” has more than enough urgent, “Whoa”-inducing 
moments to turn most viewers into Keanu Reeves.

Back in the days of witch hunts and 
girls named Prudence, the town 
of Daggerhorn’s aggressive name 
can’t keep it safe from periodic wolf 
attacks. Valerie (Amanda Seyfried) 
certainly isn’t pleased when Father 
Solomon (Gary Oldman) claims the 
perp is a werewolf living among them, but it does provide 
distraction from her arranged marriage to a blacksmith 
(Max Irons) who doesn’t melt her heart like a constantly 
sneering woodcutter (Shiloh Fernandez). 

The buzz: Dangerously forbidden love? Secret beastly 
identity? Twinkly long shots of mountains and tree tops? 
Sounds like a job for director Catherine Hardwicke, who 
hasn’t made a movie since botching the first “Twilight” 
film in 2008. For good measure, she brings along Billy 
Burke (Bella’s dad in the “Twilight” series) to co-star as 
Valerie’s father, and class acts such as Virginia Madsen 
and Julie Christie to play Valerie’s mom and grandma. 

The verdict: Instead of a breathless town wracked with 
paranoia about its own deadly whodunit, Hardwicke 
delivers accidentally humorous sideways glances and 
random suspicions that seem to say, “No, you’re the wolf.” 
Elsewhere a soldier watches the wolf work and insight-

fully notes, “It’s strong!” Another character actually has 
a telepathic conversation with the CGI beast. Oldman 
clearly realizes he’s trapped in a comically un-scary mess 
and bellows nearly all his lines, providing much-needed 
bursts of energy while destroying any remaining hint of a 
serious tone. (His best line, referring to a massively goofy 
truth-seeking device: “Lock him up ... in the elephant!”) 
The unfairly maligned 2010 remake of “The Wolfman” 
had an old-fashioned growl and intense performances. 
“Red Riding Hood,” on the other hand, accumulates 
evidence that points to only one possible culprit, but still 
provides a red herring montage so Valerie can recap the 
suspects.

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The real star 
of ‘Mars?

If you’ve caught any of the promotion for “Mars Needs Moms,” 
you’re probably under the impression that Seth Green has a ma- 
jor role in the sci-fi comedy, which opens Friday 

Green’s name and cartoon visage appear on the poster, and the 
actor has made appearances on behalf of the 3-D performance- 
capture film. Casual fans could be forgiven for thinking he 
voiced his character, the 9 -year-old Milo. 

But while Green’s movement is represented in the movie, his 
voice never is. 

During production, the star acted as he would in any perfor- 
mance-capture movie, which requires actors to move in special 
sensor-equipped suits. Green spent six weeks outfitted in a uni- 
form to play the child protagonist whose mother is kidnapped by 
Martians, while also simultaneously reading his lines. 

But during the post-production process, in which animators 
used computer imaging to shape the character, filmmakers no- 
ticed an issue. Green was able to physically embody a 9 -year-old, 
but his voice sounded too mature for the character. So they decid- 
ed to hire Seth Dusky 11, to record all of Milo’s lines over Green’s 
initial recording. (Dusky’s name is not featured on the poster.) 

Green said he was proud of the project, going to great 
lengths to convey that he harbored no ill will toward the film-

Eyes on Amanda 

‘Riding Hood’ role showcases Seyfried’s fearlessness

Amanda Seyfried, what big eyes you have. 

All the better to land the title role in “Red 
Riding Hood,” the new action/romance that 
gives the fairy tale about the original girl in 
the hood a more supernatural spin. 

“That’s what made me think of her. So we 
measured her and she won,” director Cath- 
erine Hardwicke jokes. “Look at her, she’s a 
fairy-tale character.” 

Eyes aside, Hardwicke knew Seyfried was 
perfect after seeing her in such diverse roles 
as the musical “Mamma Mia!” and the drama 
“Chloe.” “I was like ‘That chick can do any- 
thing.’ ” Hardwicke said. 

Seyfried needed to do more than look like 
she just stepped out of a fairy tale. She had 
to portray the character as vulnerable but 
strong— not a damsel in distress. 

“She’s like this young, strong 
female who is going through 
her life and realizing her sex- 
uality and trying to navigate 
herself through her young 
adult life in this medieval 
village,” Seyfried said. 



She likes fearless characters, and this char- 
acter had to find the courage to deal with both 
a complicated love triangle and over-protec- 
tive parents. 

That’s not to say the hooded heroine was 
a mirror image of Seyfried. In one scene, she 
has to show reserved jealousy when a suitor 
toys with her emotions. That’s not how Sey- 
fried would behave in real life, she says. 

“I usually confront the person immediately 
and say ‘I don’t like that.

Knoxville takes

Is this the “Jackass" equivalent 
of a Martin Scorsese “Director’s Cut"? 

That’s a fair comparison. We’re throwing 
everything but the kitchen sink at you. 

How did you decide what material would 
be in the movie and what would work best 
in the unrated DVD version? 

Sometimes we’ll have two bits in a similar 
vein— maybe a prank where someone gets 
really frightened, and it’s really funny but 
we can’t put it in the movie as we already 
have one. They can both be equally hilarious, 
but it’s just a gut decision. It’s a team effort, 
but director Jeff Tremaine and I make the 
ultimate call. 

What can fans expect in the unrated 
version? 

It’s got deleted scenes, outtakes and 
a longer version of the “making of” we 
did for MTV. We shot so much for the 
movie that we had tons of material to 
choose from. 


Were there any stunts or antics that were 
simply too gross to include even in the 
unrated version? 

People don’t believe it but we do cut out a 
lot of the really gross stuff— not because it’s 
gross but because you can only have so much 
puking and poop. It’s not like we go, “OK, 
all the puke and poop goes on the DVD.” It’s 
just too much after a while— even for us. 

You turn 40 this month, and you’re married 
with kids. When will you be too old for more 
“Jackass” stuff? 

There probably will come a time, but I have 
no desire to stop. And I can do it at any age, 
as all I do is stand in one spot or hold onto 
something. 

What’s next? Will “Jackass 4" be in 4-D? 

{Laughs.} 4-D —isn’t that space? I tried to get 
the Russians to put the “Jackass” flag on the 
moon, but we got shut down. No, we have no 
plans yet for “Jackass 4,” but never say never. 
We never thought we’d do No. 3. 
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Nice catch

“It’s like the Japanese version of Spanish 
tapas,” was how my server explained the 
concept of Lure, an izakaya that opened last 
weekend in Chinatown. If it sounds vaguely 
familiar, that’s because you’ve probably 
heard it before. 

In Japan, izakayas are after-work pubs for snacking, drinking and socializing. In Chicago, the 
concept had a mini surge over the past few years that has all but sputtered out. Masu Izakaya in 
Lincoln Park and Shochu in Lakeview were short-lived, while Izakaya Hapa, the second-floor 
hangout above River North’s Sushi Taiyo, never seemed to find its weeknight crowd and now is 
open only Friday and Saturday nights. Chizakaya in Lakeview, with its skewers of grilled meats 
and noodle dishes, seems to have fared the best since opening in September. 

We stopped in during opening week at Lure to check out its seafood-centric menu and aquat- 
ic look. Does the latest izakaya have what it takes to hook a steady scene— or is it destined to 
sink like so many of the others?

WE HAD A 'LOST IN TRANSLATION' 

MOMENT ... on opening night when my 
friend and I realized we were one of the only 
English-speaking tables. Groups of Asian 
20 -somethings were all trendily dressed, from 
the girl with bow-adorned side ponytail to the 
dude working a shiny vinyl bomber jacket and 
choppy haircut. Wall projections resembling rip- 
pling water, colorful lantern-like lights and water 
glasses shaped to look like they’re tilting only 
added to the trippiness. 

THE ‘LOOKS WEIRD, TASTES GOOD’ 
AWARD GOES TO ... the white chocolate 
matcha mousse ($5), which almost looks like 
a gigantic wad of wasabi. The way the earthy 
green-tea flavor of matcha combines with the 
heavy texture of the French-style mousse is a 
perfect example of the way Lure mixes tradi- 
tional Japanese ingredients with European and 
Western influences. That synergy’s a direct 
result of the co-chefs in the kitchen: Kee Chan, 
former chef and owner of Mulan, which closed 
in this space back in 2007, and Eric Aubriot, 
known for his French cuisine at former restau- 
rants Aubriot andTournesol. 


I’D TOTALLY GO BACK FOR ...the black 

mussels swimming in a tomato-miso-coconut broth 
and the razor- thin slices of beef sashimi drizzled 
with truffle mayo. Some of the simplest dishes — 
tempura-fried morsels of avocado and addictive 
fried lotus root chips (both $3)— were the most 
satisfying. 

THEY COULD STAND TO TWEAK ...a few 

of the menu’s misses, such as the bacon-wrapped 
scallop, with its limp smoked bacon and tea-honey- 
citrus marmalade, which was too subtle to taste. 

The braised pork belly, though plenty tender, didn’t 
gain much from vinegary sticks of golden beet and 
bok choy and lobster spaghetti— noodles with a 
light mascarpone-garlic sauce and bits of lobster— 
kinda reminded me of trips to Red Lobster with my 
parents in the ’burbs. Not bad, just not memorable. 

DON’T BE EMBARRASSED TO ... ask 

for a fork if you need it. Wood-grilled whole fish 
prepared in the himono style (air-dried overnight 
and cured with salt), such as the cherrywood-grilled 
red snapper, are worth a try, but if you’re clumsy 
with chopsticks, it’s a challenge to separate the meat 
from those minuscule bones. 


DON T TRUST GOOGLE MAPS ... because for some reason, it maps 
Lure’s address (2017 S. Wells St.) on Wells at 26th Street in Bridgeport. That’s 
a fine block if you’re in the mood for a meatball sub at Ricobene’s, but Lure is 
actually about a mile north in Chinatown Square, right off the Cermak-China- 
town stop on the Red Line. 

IT’S SUCH A RELIEF.. . to see truly small prices for small plates. For the 
price of one $20 dish of smoked tea duck at Chinese small-plates spot Lao You 
Ju just steps away you can get three or four small plates at Lure. 

I FELT LIKE A COLLEGE KID ... drinking the bright blue cocktails that 
nearly everyone in the room had on their table. I get how the Sky Blue lemon- 
ade (vodka, gin, rum, tequila, blue curacao, sour mix and lemon-lime soda, $8) 
evokes the ocean vibe, but it instantly brought back memories of campus-bar 
fishbowls. Once the full drink menu hits, expect to see more wine, beer and 
sake options. 

BOTT O M L I N E: If you usually think of Chinatown just as a destination 
for old-school meals such as dim sum, then Lure’s worth the trip for a more 
modern experience— especially after it rolls out its full drink menu and has 
the chance to fine-tune some of the menu’s misses. As for catching a cab when 
your night of blue drink-sipping and noodle- slurping is over, I’m afraid I can’t 
help you with that.

Hot and tasty 

In the dead of winter back in December, 
this Lincoln Park pizzeria opened with 
a red-hot tech- 
nique: grilling 
and then bak- 
ing its 14-inch 
pizzas. 

The crust: The 

toothsome, 
semispongy 
crust has more 
heft to it than 
some of the crackery-thin crusts we’ve 
had lately. There’s a good saltiness and 
yeasty zing to the dough. Crisscrosses 
on the underside and a few charred 
bubbles along the edges are telltale 
signs of the grill-then-bake process. 

The sauce: Most pies feature house- 
made red sauce, which you can order 
spicy if that’s your thing. A handful of 
“White Flame” pizzas skip the sauce 
in favor of garlic oil plus mozzarella, 
ricotta and romano cheese. 

The toppings: In addition to traditional 
margherita, vegetable and four-cheese 
pies, Red Flame does its own version 
of buffalo and barbecue chicken pizzas 
(the latter featuring swirls of barbecue 
sauce from Smoke Daddy in Wicker 
Park). One of the most out-there op- 
tions is Death by Pizza, topped with hot 
giardiniera, Italian beef, Italian sausage, 
pepperoni and chili oil. 

Reheated the next day: The crust gets 
a little chewier, but it’s still tasty. 

FYI: Pizzas are two-for-one on 
Wednesdays. At $13-$16 for most pies, 
that’s a nice deal for two. 

Bottom line: Our Red Flame experi- 
ence wasn’t gripe-free (the seat-your- 
self/no-wait-list policy required lurking, 
and the family-friendly vibe meant we 
sat near smart phone-toting tweens), 
but the pies are sure worth a try.
